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This decision is in response to the renewed petition under 37 CFR

The above-identified application was filed without an executed oath 
or declaration. Accordingly, a Notice to File Missing Parts of 
Nonprovisional Application (Notice) was mailed June 14, 1999. The 
Notice required a surcharge and an executed oath or declaration. 



A grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) requires: (1) proof that 
the non-signing inventor cannot be reached or refuses to sign the 
oath or declaration after having been presented with the 
application papers (specification, claims and drawings); (2) an 
acceptable oath or declaration in compliance with 35 U.S.C. §§ 115 
and 116; (3) the petition fee; and (4) a statement of the last 
known address of the non-signing inventor.
